If a limit is imposed and the 
number of candidates exceeds that Ümit , the Union 
Public Service Commission shall select from among the 
applicants those who shall be admitted to the examina 
tion and shall have regard in so doing to the suitability 
of the applicants for admission to the Air Force 
Academy of the I. A . F . 


21 . No candidate will normally be permitted to 
resign whilst under training . A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course of 
training may with the permission of Alr Headquarters , 
lon. discharged. 


14 . ( A ) The examination will be conducted by the 
Union Public Service Commission in the manner 
prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification . In order 
to qualify in the written examination , candidates must 
obtain 331 per cent. of marks in each subject and 40 per 
cent, in the aggregate . 


22 . An outfit allowance at the rates and under the 
general conditions applicable at the time for each 
cadet will be placed at the disposal of the Commandant 
of the Training Institution . The unexpended portion 
of this allowance will be :

On being granted a commission articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will. however , be withdrawn from a cadet who 
resigns whilst under training or who is removed or 
vithdrawn prior to commissioning . The articles with 
drawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of the 
State .
